TO  BEV.  DOCTOR  DAVIS,' 

President  of  Huniilton  College.  ^ 

Dear  Sir — Since  I  wrote  to  you  on  the 
17lh  January,  1  have  spared  no  pains  in 
endeavoring  to  reconcile  public  opinion  in 
favor  of  Hamilton  College.  1  have  lattyrly 
met  with  unexpected  objections,  and  particu¬ 
larly  against  yourself,  which  will  require 
•ome  explanation,  ns  they  come  from  a 
source  generally  considered  entitled  to  re¬ 
spect  and  yet  giving  the  appearance  of  a 
perfec  tparadox.  They  arc  from  a  swarm 
of  yttung  men  that  are  now  prowling  our 
country,  distinguished  as  “itioiis  charity 
students,”  the  greater  part  of  them  well 
known  to  have  been  reared  and  nurtured 
in  your  favorite  nursery,  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  support  of  which  you  have  spent 
many  months  of  your  College  time,  and 
for  which  you  have  had  recourse  to  many 
fruitful  expedients,  to  obtain  funds  from 
every  description  of  citizens,  to  aid  you 
in  the  project,  which  you  then  represent¬ 
ed  an  all-important  auxiliary  to  insure  the 
success  of  Hamilton  College. 

Strange  ns  it  may  appear,  those  vain 
young  mimics  of  piety,  are  now  found  the 
most  conspicuous  leaders  in  all  the  mo.lern 
protracted  (or  distracted)  meetings,  from 
Albany  to  Buffalo,  railing  and  agonizing 
with  the  most  frantic  bitterness,  against  tinit 
*•  heretical,  grey  headed  sinner,  who  pre¬ 
sides  as  President  of  Hamilton  C«»llege.” 

That  a  complaint  of  a  want  of  Ortho¬ 
doxy  should  be  prefere<l  against  you,  is  the 
most  strange  thing  imaginable ;  when  it 
is  well  known  that  your  very  object  in  estab¬ 
lishing  a  Divinity  School  w.is  to  sustain  the 

Erinciplesof  strict  Orthodoxy  unimpaired, 
y  sending  out  well  manufactured  priests 
by  wholesale.  But  it  appears  that,  in  this 
easel  you  have  become  a  martyr  to  your  ^ 


own  pious  ex|K‘riment.  The  clerical  epi- 
<lemic  which  has  been  raging  through  our 
country  for  a  few  yf.ars  past,  seems  to  lx; 
rather  an  erperinuntal  one.  It  however  re¬ 
sults  in  a  bui  niincft  ver  to  form  a  “Christian 
party  in  politics and  here  we  find  the 
Sunday  School  Unions,  protracted  meet¬ 
ings,  Tract  and  Kducation  Societies,  kc. 
kc.  pirt  into  requisition  as  auxiliaries  to 
ctrect  this  clerical  project  :  and  until  this 
fever  suixiides,  it  w  ill  be  futile  to  call  upon 
a  rationtil  public  for  more  funds  to  resusci¬ 
tate  the  College — it  would  be  only  adding 
fuel  to  feed  the  clerical  fire. 

1  have  siill  another  important  difficulty 
to  encounter  in  ridalion  to  the  College  :  It  is 
the  schism  existing  among  what  arc  termed 
“  high  pressure”  and  “  low  pn  ssurc”  Pres¬ 
byterians;  a  schism  which  appears  likely 
to  result  in  a  most  savage  warfare.  I  find 
wliat  are  termed  Congiegalional  Presbyte¬ 
rians  are  endeavoring  t  >  work  their  engines 
on  the  old  fashioned,  low  pressure  jilan, 
which  has  given  great  oflencc  to  the  Fin- 
ncyites  and  lllyites  ;  and  that  there  is  now 
a  bitter  contention  amoyg  the  clerical 
Trustees  of  the  College,  for  a  victory  be¬ 
tween  the  high  and  low  pressure,  ami  that 
their  respective  numbers  are  nearly  equal. 

It  will  lie  important  for  you  to  inform 
the  public  of  the  precise  standing  of  your 
Trustees  ;  how  many  high  pressure  Fin- 
ney-ites  and  how  many  low  jiressnre  Pres- 
byicrians,  arc  associated  in  your  board  ? 
And  also  whether  this  show  of  hostility 
among  yourselves,  is  not  a  cunning  clerical 
expeiiment  to  influence  contribulions?  and 
if  obtained,  whether  both  high  and  low 
pressure  will  not  cordially  join  together  and 
again  raise  the  Presbyterian  flag  upon  the 
dome  of  the  College  ! 

The  public  want  information,  in  relation 
to  what  has  become  of  the  large  amount  of 
funds  heretofore  contributed,  and  the  causes 
that  have  produced  the  disaster  in  ihe  Col¬ 
lege.  It  is  saiti  that  the  whole  is  contained 
within  the  pages  of  your  pamphlet ;  and  it 
mvrt  Ire  circulated  for  public  inspection,  or 
nothing  can  Ire  effected.

In  my  last  remarks  I  pointed  out  the  pro¬ 
tracted  length  of  time  this  judgment  would 
consume  luffore  a  final  decision  conhl  he 
developed,  i.  e.  according  tti  the  Khler's 
preaching;  and  its  inconsistency  wiili  the 
fact  that  all  things  past,  present  and  future, 
were  naked  and  open  to  the  eyes  of  Him 
with  wliom  wo  have  to  do.  I  endeavorrsi 
to  shew,  from  the  attributes  of  the  Deity — 
his  omniscience  ai.d  omnipresence— that 
such  a  judgment  was  unnecessary  and  un¬ 
called  for.'  Furthermore,  I  shewed  by 
several  passages  of  Scripture  that  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  world,  recognized  by  Holy 
Writ,  had  already  commenced.

tin;  third  place  I  sheweil  ih:>t  the  jmlcinent 
was  not  according  todeeO.s  (!one  in  the  I  <ii!v, 
inasmueh  as  tin;  vicious  and  most  uhandon. 
ed  of  mankind  were  (according  lo  Calvin-

We  are  uaing  exertions  not  to  raise  up  a 
oew  sect,  but  to  renovate  what  we  believe  to 
have  been  pure  and  original  Christianity. 
We  might  content  ourselves  with  the  simple 
ji^mc  of  Oiristians,  were  it  not  that  in  an 
early  day,  Christians,  being  led  away  hy 
their  selfish  feelings,  ajiostaiized  from  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus,  and  engrafted  the  Heathen 
doctrine  of  endless  punishment  into  the 
Christian  religion.  Now  it  seems  n  cessary 
that  wo  take  another  name  to  distinguish  us 
from  those  tyho  iuculcate  that  Heathcnisli 
centiment. 

Yet  many  have  supposed  that  our  senti¬ 
ments  were  hostile  to  tlie  Bible,  to  religion, 
and  to  all  the  restraints  of  rewards  and  pun¬ 
ishments.  One  great  cause  of  this  is.  that 
thousands  of  the  enemies  of  religion,  have 
angeuerously  assumed  our  name ;  and  our 
opponenu  have  most  bountifully  given  all 
.  tte  unprincipled  and  licentious  to  us,  wheth- 
(•r  w*  were  willing  or  not. 


^Ve  wish  to  see  every  thing  in  its  proper 
place,  and  all  men  known  by  their  distinc¬ 
tive  appellations.  Therefore  we  wish  all 
those  who  are  not  Universalists  would  dis¬ 
tinctly  say  so,  and  let  it  clearly  he  understood 
as  far  as  they  are  known.  2.  Wc  would 
have  all,  who  really  are  Universalists,  come 
out  ojienly  and  boldly  in  the  avowal  of  it, 
and  not  like  Peter  deny  the  truth  liccausc  it 
may  he  unpopular,  3,  We  would  have  all 
real  Universalists contemplatetlie  principles 
of  their  doctrine,  and  endeavor  to  live  in 
perfect  accordance  with  those  principles. 
To  this  end,  it  is  necessary  to  “  put  off  the 
old  man,  which  is  corrupt  according  to  the 
deceitful  lusts,  and  put  on  the  new  man 
which  afler  God  is  created  in  righteousness 
and  true  holiness.” 

Having  put  off  the  old  man,  we  should 
proceed  to  put  on  the  new,  hy  living  as  much 
like  the  God  of  Universalism  or  the  Gospel 
as  we  possibly  can.  We  must  be  genth 
and  merciful  to  our  companions,  children, 
parents,  friends,  and  enemies,  and  hones! 
and  benevolent  to  all  men.  We  should  re¬ 
verence  and  adore  God  with  all  onr  faculties, 
jind  love  onr  neighbors  as  ourselves ;  noi 
that  we  can  or  ought  to  love  them  as  much 
as  ourselves,  but  as  or  in  like  manner  ns 
we  love  ourselves ;  and  of  course  lie  willing 
to  do  hy  them  as  wc  can  justly  wish  them 
to  do  by  us. 

Now  what  is  the  reason  that  all  these 
things  cannot  be  perfectly  accomplished? 
Why  should  iiny  wish  to  call  himself  a  Uni- 
versalist  who  is  not  one  ?  "Why  should  any 
real  Uuiversalist,  who  thinks  his  principlo 
arc  perfect,  and  the  most  honorable  to  God. 
and  most  conducive  to  ihc  happiness  of  all 
men,  of  any  that  can  b<!  imagined — why 
should  he  wish  to  deviate  from  those  prin¬ 
ciples  in  any  thing?  It  is  not  enough  fiir  us 
to  say,  wcare  generally  ns  good  ns  the  Or¬ 
thodox.  We  should  be  better.  fVc  should 
he  as  much  belter  as  our  doctrine  is  belter 
than  theirs.  Wc  do  not  wonder  that  they 
often  do  wrong ;  w  e  rather  wonder  that  they 
ever  do  right — that  they  are  not  as  bad  ns 
their  doctrine.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  their 
doctrine  is  so  bad  that  they  cannot  come 
down  to  it  in  practice ;  and  if  ours  is  so 
good  that  we  cannot  come  u|)  to  it,  we  can 
at  least  try  to  do  it.  “  He  that  hath  cars  to 
hear  let  him  hear.”

The  above  language  is  eflen  grossly  pervert¬ 
ed  and  sbamcfully  tnisnpplictl  at  the  prerent 
day,  hy  representing  it  ns  equally  applicable  to 
all  people  in  all  ages  of  the  world,  and  us  point¬ 
ing  to  the  eternal  destiny  of  man  in  a  future 
statu  of  existence.  “If  the  righteous  scnn-ely 
he  saved,’’  is  supposed  to  relate  to  their  attain¬ 
ing  eternal  felicity  and  glory  in  heaven,  and  to 
imply  thiit  this  will  scarcely,  and  with  tlie^Mt- 
cst  dijuully,  be  accomplished — that  it  is  the  ut¬ 
most  that  God  can  do,  and  it  is  very  doubtful 
whether  even  this  will  be  effected.  And  on  the 
otlier  band  the  question  is  supposed  to  imply 
the  utter  irnpos.sibiliiy  of  the  salvation  of  sin¬ 
ners  and  the  certainty  of  their  endless  damna- 
ticin.  But  this  construction  is,  in  our  view,  not 
only  an  egregious  perversion  of  th«  text,  but  in 
opposition  to  the  general  voice  of  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament. 

The  grace  of  God,  and  salvation  ofthe  Gos¬ 
pel  are  no  where  represented  as  small,  feeble,  or 
scarce;  but  every  where  as  great,  strong,  fru, 
full  and  abundant,  'riie  apostles  speak  of  tlie 
“  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ”— of  the  love  of 
Christ  that  “  passelh  knowledge” — of  God’s 
being  "  able  to  do  exceeding  abimdnntly  above 
all  that  we  can  ask  or  think”  (Eph.  iii.)— of 
“  being  justified  freely  by  his  grace” — of  the 
abounding  of  grace  “  much  more  than  sin”— of 
“the  fret  gift  of  justification”— of  receiving 
"  almndnnce  of  grace  and  of  the  gift  of  right¬ 
eousness” — of  nothing  in  creation  being  “  able 
to  separate  ns  from  the  love  of  God.”  (Rom. 
chs.  iii  :  v:and  viii.)  “  My  grace  is  for 

theo.”  (2  Cor.  xii:9.)  “Whosoever  will,  let 
them  take  of  the  water  of  lifii  frerlt.”  (Rev., 
xxii:  17.)  And  in  their  description  of  there- 
surreclinn  to  the  glories  of  heaven,  the  apostles 
speak  of  being  raised  in  “  incorruption,”  “gh>’ 
ry”  and  “power,”  to  “an  inheritance  ineov- 
ruptiblc,  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth  not  aeriy.” 
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Do«9  the  above  language,  and  tniicli  mure  of  the 
1(ind  in  tlio  Nevs'  Testament,  imply  scarcity, 
frablenesa  nr  insulficiency  of  salvation  t  And 
if  St.  Peter  could  now  spe-ak  to  us  from  the 
height  of  glory  in  heaven,  think  ye,  gentle  rea¬ 
ders,  he  would  say  salvation  was  scarce  in  hea¬ 
ven — Uiat  ho  was  searedy  saved  1  Dy  no 
means. 

The  truth  is,  it  was  not  the  eternal  salvation 
of  tlie  righteous  to  which  St.  Peter  alluded  in 
the  text  under  examination  ;  itut  their  temporal 
salvation  from  the  iinpendsng  calamities  that 
were  about  In  4)o  visited  -upon  the  Jewish  na¬ 
tion  :  from  which,  according  to  history,  the 
righteous  were  scarcely  saved,  and  in  which 
the  ‘•‘ungodly’  and  the  sinner”  were  mostfiitd- 
ly  involved.  Let  the  reader  now  turn  to  the 
chapter  in  which  the  text  is  found,  and  consult 
the  contost,  anil  he  will  .at  once  sec  the  proprie¬ 
ty  of  this  eoncluition.  The  apostle  was  speak¬ 
ing  of  the  trial.s  and  siifTerings  of  the  disciples, 
or  believers,  whom  ho  denomin.ites  ‘‘  the  house 
of  God”  in  verse  17th.

Fur  the  time  is  come  that  judgment 
must  begin  at  the  house  of  God  i  and  if  it  first 
begin  at  us, [if  our  temporal  calamities,  who  en¬ 
deavor  faithfully  to  obey  the  Gospel,  arc  so  se¬ 
vere]  what  shall  the  end  he  of  them  that  obey 
not  the  Gospel  of  God  1”  Next  follow  the 
words  of  the  text — ‘‘And  if  the  righteous 
scarcely  be  saved,  where  shall  the  ungudly 
and  the  sinner  appear  1” 

The  answer  naturally  suggested  to  this  qiies- 
tioa,  is  this.— As  the  enemies  of  the  Gospel  and 
pcrsccuters  of  the  saints  were  much  the  more 
criminal,  by  so  mTich  the  greater  severity  would 
they  be  punished,  during  the  progress  of  the 
judgment  that  had  tlien  commenced  at  the  house 
xtfGod.  That  judgment  is  several  times  spoken 
•f  by  our  Saviour,  and  the  awful  c.-ilamitics 
which  would  £dl  on  his  enemies  particularly 
prophecied  of,  nr  foretold  by  him ;  and  frequent 
allusion  is  made  to  the  same  in  the  wriiings  of 
the  apostles.  Christ  describes  it  and  mourns 
ever  the  impending  fate  of  his  countrymen,  in 
the  23ii  chapter  afMatthcw,from  thc29tli  to  the 
39tli  verse,  assuring  his  enemies  that  they  were 
“filling  up  the  measure  of  their  iniquities,” 
and  upon  tiiem  sliould  “come  all  the  righteous 
IJond  shed  upon  the  earth,  from  the  blood  of 
righteous  Abel  to  the  blood  of  Zochariuh  whom 
they  slew  between  the  temple  and  the  altar. — 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  all  these  things  shall 
eoiTM  upon  this  generation.  O  Jerusalem,  Je- 
rasalens,  thou  that  killeU  the  prophets,”  yVc. 


^c.  In  the  next  chnptcr,(Matt.  xxiv:)  he  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  address  his  disciples  and  friends  on  the 
same  subject;  and  tells  them  that  “  There  shall 
ho  great  triliulatiuii,  such  as  w'as  nut  since  the 
beginning  of  tlio  w’orld,  to  that  time,  no  iiur 
ever  shall  he.”  Ho  not  only  describes  the  ca¬ 
lamities  of  that  judgment  w’ith  great  particular¬ 
ity,  hut  also  the  “signs”  that  should  precede 
it,  and  the  measures  they  should  adopt  to  avoid 
being  overw’helmcd  in  the  general  ruin;  by  the 
fdiservance  and  .adoption  of  which  the  ‘‘right¬ 
eous  would  jc«rce/i/ ho  saved.”  The  “judg¬ 
ment”  was  first  to  “  begin  at  the  house  of 
God.”  They  should  be  “  delivered  up  to  Iw 
afflicted”  “brought  before  rulers  and  judges,” 
“hated  of  all  nations,”  &c.  They  should  hear 
of  wars  and  rumors  of  wars,  earthquakes,  pes¬ 
tilences,  famines,  false  Christs,  deceivers,  and 
sec  the  uhomination  of  desolation, spfiken  of  by 
Daniel,  standing  in  the  holy  place,  &c.  When 
they  saw’  these  things,  and  Jerusalem  encom¬ 
passed  with  armies  and  a  trench  c.ist  about  her, 
they  were  to  know  that  the  desolation  thereof 
W’as  tiigh,  and  w’crc  directed  to  flee  immedi¬ 
ately  to  the  mountains — not  to  tarry  lung  enough 
even  to  go  from  their  fields  to  their  houses  after 
their  clothes,  lest  they  should  thereby  lose  their 
lives.  For  they  might  then  he  assured  that  the 
destruction  of  Jerusalem  W’as  “  nigh,  even  at 
the  doors.”  And  to  impress  more  strongly, 
and  rivet  on  their  minds,  the  application  of  the 
subject  to  them  particularly  and  personally,  he 
adds,  (verse  34.)  “  Verihj  I  say  unto  you,  this 
ireneratioti  shall  not  pass  till  all  these  things  be  | 
f'aljillcd.”  See  the  description  of  the  same  judg¬ 
ment,  and  the  time  fixed  for  it  in  that  genera¬ 
tion,  .Mark  xiii:  and  Luke  xxi. 

The  disciples  faitlifully  regarded  these  instruc¬ 
tions  and  solemn  admonitions  of  the  Saviour  ; 
and  when  they  saw  “all  these  signs,”  and  knew’ 
the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  w’as  at  hand, 
“even  at  tho  doors,”  they  fled,  ns  history  in¬ 
forms  us, into  the  little  city  of  Pella,  in  the  hilly 
country  of  Judea;  in  other  words  “to  the  moun¬ 
tains.”  But  scarcely  had  they  escaped,  scarcely 
had  they  saved  themselves  by  flight,  when  the 
storm  that  had  been  so  long  g.athering  over  Je¬ 
rusalem,  burst  with  tenfidd  vengeance  on  the 
devoted  heads  of  its  xvrctchcd  inhahitanls,  the 
“  ungodly  and  the  sinner.”  If  then,  the 
righteous  were  scarcely  saved,  where  did  the 
ungodly  and  the  simierappcar?  Answer.  In  the 
destruction  of  Jerusalem,  and  the  endurance  of 
all  those  calamities  that  befel  that  city,  when 
there  w’as  “  great  tribulation,  such  as  never  was 
since  the  beginning  of  the  world,  nor  ever  shall 
be.” 

Such  is  iindonhtedly  the  true  meaning  and 
application  of  tho  text  “Ifthc  righteous  scarcely 
ho  saved,  whoro  shall  tho  ungodly  and  the  sin¬ 
ner  appear!  ”  nor  do  we  conceive  that  it  can 
bo  properly  and  truly  applied  to  any  other 
people  or  event  in  time ;  much  less  to  eternity.

On  Sund.ay,  26th  ult.  wo  had  the  pleasure  of 
pre.iohing  (in  exchange  with  Br.

Hern  also,  as  in  Hamilton,  the  Uni- 
vcrsalist  society  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condi¬ 
tion;  .and  very  much  need,  and  we  trust  soon 
will  erect,  a  house  of  worship.  8. 

DR.  ELY’S  ORTHODOXY. 

Our  readers  will  doiihtloss  recollect  an  article 
on  this  subject  in  the  49ih  No.  vol.  2d  of  this  pa¬ 
per,  in  which  wc  noticed  a  letter  from  Dr.  E. 
8.  Ely  to  Dr.  James  K.  Willson,  of  Albany,  and 
showed  that  the  former  had  laid  down  premises, 
on  the  subject  of  the  atonement,  that  lead  to  the 
iiievitahio  overthrow  of  the  doctrine  of  endless 
(hiinnatioii.  In  a  late  No.  of  the  Philadelphian, 
the  Dr.  lias  liad  tho  inngnaiuniity  to  quote  our 
language,  presenting  the  difficulty,  as  follows: 

“  If  Christ  siilTcred  only  in  ajinite  degrec,and 
yet  wa^  a  ri  ariovs  sacrifice,  and  an  all-suffi¬ 
cient  ainl  just  Kudeemcr  of  God’s  elect,  it  must 
clearly  he  seen  that  tho  demerit  of  sin  is  not 
infinite— of  coiirso  the  eternal  damnation  of  any 
Would  Im  unjust.  Tho  D<M;tor  cannot  gainsay  or 
avoid  this  coiichision — of  course,  his  own  sys- 
lem  is  oveithrowii,  and  ondless  damuatiou  is 
refuted  in  the  very  premises.  For  the  Doctor 
dare  not  contend  that  the  nan-elect  are  mora 
criminal  than  tho  elect.” 

On  the  above  dilfieulty,  the  Dr.  makes  the 
following  remarks : — 

“I  admit  ihnt  sin  is  not  an  infinite  evil, 
anil  that  the  punishment  «»f  it  never  was  nor 
will  be  infinite  ;  for  infinite  meatis  without 
any  bounds,  in  any  direction.  Punish¬ 
ment  will  in  every  case  of  an  unpardoned 
sinner  be  proportioneil  to  the  measure  of  his 
criminality  ;  and  lienee  some  will  in  equal 
times  sutler  mure  titan  others.  This  will 
not.  however  prevent  tlie  punishment  Irom 
bciiiff  extended  tlirouorli  everlasting  ages. 
Tlie  lost  sinner  who  is  beaten  with  many 
stripes,  and  he  who  is  beaten  with  lew,  shall 
never  cease  to  suffer,  according  to  their  re¬ 
spective  deserts.  If  a  man  once  loses  an 
estate,  it  is  lost  forever  :  if  a  man  once  be¬ 
come  a  traitor,  he  will  be  regarded  as  a  trai¬ 
tor  forever,  unless  some  remedial  system 
sliall  interpose  to  restore  the  estate  lost,  and 
to  procure  indemnity  to  the  traitor.  Tho 
miserable  consequences  of  every  sin  would 
necessarily  be  endless,  had  not  God  provi¬ 
ded  a  way  of  restoration  to  his  favor.  An 
interminable  thread  may  be  less  than  a  ca- 
I  ble  of  the  same  length,  and  endUse  punish- 
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oient  is  not  infinite  except  in  duration  ;  fur 
were  tlie  everlasting  punUhniciil  of  cncli 
sinner  absolutely  injintte,  tliero  would  be 
no  pru|Mtrl:on  iK'tweeii  |>cnuliy  niid  Iruns- 
gres>iun  ;  and  to  render  to  every  one  iiccttr- 
Oingto  his  deeds  would  bean  impossibility. 
That  which  is  utisolutely  infinite  cannot  be 
increased.  Infinity  is  an  attribute  of  no  be¬ 
ing  but  of  God.  He  is  iiiiiii.te  in  his  es¬ 
sential  attributes  and  being,  but  nut  in  his 
works  of  creation.  If  wc  sin  against  him, 
we  sin  against  an  intinile  being  of  infinite 
glory,  power,  and  goodness ;  but  this  will 
no  inure  render  our  sin  infinite,  than  the  re¬ 
lation  which  subsists  lietwwn  the  Creator 
and  the  creature  will  make  that  creature  in¬ 
finite.  That  is  eternal  which  is  without 
beginning  and  end.  God  is  eternal  us  well 
as  injinite.  Tlnit  which  has  u  beginning 
may  be  everlasting  and  finite.  Man  is  an 
everlasting,  finite  being,  whose  endless 
puiiisinneiit,  if  he  is  driven  away  by  his 
wickedness  into  hell,  will  in  degree  becoin- 
inensurate  with  the  amount  of  his  crimin¬ 
ality  as  measured  by  the  divine  law,  wisdom 
and  justice.” 

REMARKS. 

Dr.  Ely  has  at  length  inustured  more  courage 
than  all  the  rest  of  his  brethren ;  and  in  the 
above  cunressioii,  that  sin  is  mot  infinite,  has 
relinquished  a  point  fur  which  tlio  Orthodox 
have  strenuously  contended  for  ages.  We  are 
glad  to  see  the  dreadful  system  of  Orthodoxy 
thus,  by  degrees,  licing  renounced  by  its  advo¬ 
cates,  and  sinking  into  merited  neglect.  Or- 
ihadoxy  is  not  now  wlmt  it  once  was;  and  a 
few  more  years  will  leave  scarcely  a  vestige  ol 
it  in  existence — wc  mean  of  the  peculiarities 
that  have  hitherto  distinguished  it.  The  doc¬ 
trine  of  iiif.nit  dainnalioii  is  now  generally  given 
up — particular  electicn  and  reprobation,  few 
dare  to  teach — total  depravity  '.otlers  to  its  foun¬ 
dation,  the  new-ligh'  Presbyterians  arc  direct¬ 
ing  some  of  their  strongest  battering  rains 
against  it — and  now,  the  great  Dr.  Ely  has  given 
up  the  infinity  of  sin.  The  next  toui  h  of  the 
celestial  magnet  will  sweep  the  nniiicrciful  doc¬ 
trine  «f  endless  sulTerings  from  the  creeds  of  the 
Orthodox,  and  the  universe,  with  every  crea- 
<ture  ill  heaven,  earth,  under  the  earth,  the  sen, 
and  all  that  in  them  arc,  will  respond  a  loud 
amen,  to  its  departure.  It  is  true,  the  rcliii- 
quishmentof  the  absurd  doctrines  of  Orthodoxy 
dues  not  generally  proceed  from  choice,  but 
from  necessity ;  their  advocates  being  no  longer 
able  to  support  them,  in  opposition  to  reason. 
Scripture,  and  common  sense,  while  the  march 
of  intellect  and  free  inquiry  is  still  onward, — 
And  Dr.  Ely  was  driven  to  the  necessity  of  giv¬ 
ing  up  the  infinity  of  sin,  or  abandoning  a  fun¬ 
damental  article  which  ho  had  just  laid  down. 
The  former  he  chose  as  the  least  of  two  evils. 

The  Dr.  however,  still  undertakes  to  main¬ 
tain  the  doctrine  of  endless  punishment,  and 
means  to  fight  against  Universalism  as  long  ns 
he  can.  The  reader  cannot  but  perceive,  how- 
•rar,  that  ho  makes  hut  feeble  fight,  and  that  be 


totally  fiils  in  his  attempt.  Fur,  to  allow,  first, 
that  sill  IS  finite,  and  then  assert  that  njust  pun¬ 
ishment  fur  sill  will  be  infinite  in  dunUion,  in¬ 
volves  the  greatest  absurdity.  It  is  in  vuin  to 
attempt  to  maintiiin  the  position,  even  by  allow¬ 
ing  that  the  punishment  will  be  finite  in  degree. 
For  the  Dr.  allows  sin  to  be  finite  in  degree,  and 
he  must  also  allow  that  crime  is  committed  in  a 
fimte  or  limited  space  of  time.  How  then,  can 
it  justly  require  tn^nt/e  duration  for  its  just  pun¬ 
ishment  ?  It  cannot.  Murder,  one  of  the 
blacke.st  of  crimes  is  perpetrated  in  a  limited 
siKtcc  of  time :  our  law  inflicts  the  punishment 
of  death  by  hanging ;  and  the  act  of  hanging  a 
man  may  occupy  .as  little,  or  even  less  time, 
than  that  in  which  he  was  engaged  in  the  act 
of  murder ;  and  yet  the  framers  of  that  law 
deemed  it  a  just  punishment. 

Again,  the  Dr.’s  comparison  of  the  "  inter¬ 
minable  thread,”  and  “a  cable  of  the  same 
length,”  will  not  apply  to  the  c.-.se.  Because, 
if  piinishiiicnt  be  infinite  in  duration,  (thuU!'h 
not  ill  degree,)  it  is  at  least  infinite  in  one  sense, 
whereas,  sin  is  not  (nor  do  wc  believe  the  Dr. 
will  contend  that  it  is)  infinito  in  any  sense. — 
Therefore  punishment  infinite  in  duration  can¬ 
not  justly  be  inflicted  for  sin.  The  allusion  t<i 
the  ”  many  stripes”  and  the  ”  few  stripes”  is 
an  unforlunatc  allusion  for  the  Dr.  For  if  it 
will  require  all  eternity  to  inflict  the  "few 
stripes,”  there  must  elapse  very  long  intervals 
between  the  stripes  ;  and  the  subjects,  in  this 
case  might  perhaps  experience  millions  of  years 
of  liappinusk  lietwecn  one  stripe  and  another.— 
The  figure  itself  destroys  the  idea  of  endless 
punishment. 

But,  there  is  still  another  and  still  greater  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  the  Dr.’s  w.ny.  Ho  undertikes  to 
maintain  a  due  ‘‘  prnpor.ion  between  penaltv 
and  transgression,”  atid  the  rendering  ”  to 
every  one  according  to  his  deeds.”  Now  if 
justice  requires  endless  punishment.  It  is  certain, 
justice  can  never  be  satisfied.  For  endless  du¬ 
ration  will  never  end,  and  what  is  always  thing, 
is  never  done ;  consequently  the  time  will 
never  come  when  the  sinner  shall  have  received 
”  according  to  his  deeds;”  nor  will  ju>tice  In- 
any  nearer  satisfied  afier  millions  of  ages  shall 
have  rolled  away,  than  when  the  sinner  first 
begins  to  suffer.  Hence,  the  ‘‘rendering  to 
every  man  according  to  his  deeds,”  if  punish¬ 
ment  be  endless,  can  never  be  accomplish^ _ 

Doctor,  will  you  have  the  goodness  to  remove 
these  difficulties  f  S.
